Gay Freedom Day Parade. 

It begins at 11:00am at 
Spear and Market Streets, pro¬ 
ceeds up Market to 7th Street 
and turns at the United Nations 
Plaza. The celebration con¬ 
tinues until 6:00pm in the Civic 
Center Plaza.

wliat goes on in our 
streets. 

The police depart¬ 
ment had adready 
granted permission for 
the actual parade route. 
But White saw a vote 
this week on prohibiting 
vehicular traftic in the 
area of the Fair site as 
one way to express senti¬ 
ments of some non-Gay 
city citizens. 

"What we have 
here is not simply a 
arade. Li the past there 
ave been obscene floats 
and behavior we wouldn't 
approve of if it were 
heterosexual. The vast 
majority of people in this 
city don't want public 
displays of sexuality,” 
said White. 

However, Ella 
Hutch noted that organ¬ 
izers of this year's cele¬ 
bration have stringent 
rules about "objection¬ 
able" conduct. Chris 
Perry, Gay Greedom Day 
co-cnair, said people 
appearing nude will be 
given two warnings by 
parade monitors to put 
their clothes back on. 
^d police will be called 
if those warnings fail. 
White wondered how a 
crowd of Sunday's size 
can be regulated. 

The Board, in its 
10-1 vote, accepted the 
contention of Supervisor 
Harvey Milk that safety 
factors necessitated the 
street closings. The 
parade, which would oc¬ 
cur anyway, will draw 
more than 250,000 
people into the area. 

Cheers arose in 
Board chambers when 
White said he knew of 
Gay input into a District 
8 effort to recall him. 
'Til accept the challenge 
of a recall. Those people 
have a surprise coming 
to them." 

In another action 
Monday, the Supervisors 
imanimously opposed the 
Briggs Initiative on 
November's statewide 
ballot. Said White: "The 
Briggs Initiative carries- 
this a little too feur." . . .

The Continuing Saga of Anita Bryant 

GAYS GREET ANITA 
AT SOUTHERN BAPTIST CONVENTION 


ATLANTA - "Jesus 
Does Not Condemn 
Homosexuals" and We 
ARE Your Children" 
were some of the pla¬ 
cards that welcomed 
singer/activist Anita 
Bryant's Jime 11 appear¬ 
ance here. She spoke 
before a cheering 24,000 
at the World Congress 
Center while 2,000 Gays 
and straight sympathiz¬ 
ers marched and imouted 
outside. 

The occasion was 
the annual convention of 
the Southern Baptists. 
The Baptists gave Bryant 
three standing ovations 
as she repeated her tale 
of woe aoout the "mili¬ 
tant homosexuals" who 
are "out to recruit child¬ 
ren" and "present them¬ 
selves as an alternate 
lifestyle." Bryant told 
the cheering crowd in¬ 
side the area that she 
had heard from 1,000 
Gay people who have 
"been delivered from 
homosexuality because 
they know God can 
change them." In a press 
conference she repeated 
her plcm to fund clinics 
that would convert 
homosexuals into hetero¬ 
sexuals. She called upon 
Christians to "come out 
of the closet" and join 
her in the anti-Gay cru¬ 
sade that she began in 
Miami. 



Bryant revealed 
that she recently had to 
release her conductor of 
13 yeeu's and that her 
sprawling $300,000 

estate m Miami Beach 
may soon be put up for 
sale. The reason: lost 


accounts with Coca- 
Cola, Kraft cheese and 
Florida orange juice plus 
a reluctance of anyone 
but Christian groups to 
book her for singing 
engagements. Stating 
that would do it again^ 


because she is "doing 
God's will," the singer is 
now relying on born- 
again Christicins to pay 
her $5,000 (and up) for 
appearances. 

In a meeting with 
Baptist pastors, Bryemt 
said, "Being a Christian 
is not living above the 
jungle but within the 
jungle," and informed 
them that if they did not 
take on the homosexual, 
they would be skirting 
their responsibility to 
"do God’s will." 

Clutching her Bible 
and with moist eyes, 
Bryant sang "How Great 
Thou Art" cuid her trade¬ 
mark, "The Battle Hymn 
of the Republic." She 
was hopeful that many of 
those present would con¬ 
tribute to her latest 
crusade group. Protect 
America's Children. The 


new drive is for a ban¬ 
ning of sex content on 
television, the allowance 
of prayers in the public 
schools, and the usual 
attack on legislation 
beneficial to the "mili¬ 
tant homosexuals." 

Bryant claimed 
that sne has been 
maligned by the press 
and at times "it is very 
difficult to always say 
the right things. I was 
naive and ignoraint. 
There are some things I 
would like to take back." 
She added that she has 
also been used and mis¬ 
quoted by others such as 
writer Ken Kelley in a 
recent "Playboy" inter¬ 
view. 

Dressed in white 
cmd clutching her Bible, 
Bryant told the Baptist 
crowd, "God gave me 
love so I can eyen love

The novelty and innocence of the Gay 
movement have worn thin this past year. Yet 
never before has one year seen the issue so

We 
now know they are principally over 40 White 
male Protestants with little education. Our 
supporters are our families, the young, the 
liberal, the educated. Or — the FUTURE is 
on our side. 

Polls tell us that society can today 
stomach our ruttings in our closets but not 
our feet or voices on "their" streets. Pro¬ 
tests, demonstrations, and parades rattle 
cages and are not smzu’t policy.

Some big truths: The success of Gay 
Liberation in the past 5 years has been 
staggering (Richaird Nixon is in exile and 
Harvey Milk sits in City Hall). We have 
convinced — by and large — our fellows that 
to abuse Gay people is both a crime and evil. 
We have convinced our fellows that Gay 
people are special yet normal. We have 
Drought new terms to the language that are 
here to stay: "Gay," "camp,"^'disii," "dyke," 
"trick" and we have 'learned' them that any 
dialogue with us is to be in our dialect. 

The number of celebrities hopping out 
of their padded closets multiplies by the 
month. One of us is everywhere. We have 
breached every citadel from the White House 
to Buckingham Palace, and in time we will 
see one of us climb out of Anita Bryant's 
family tree. 

Everyone in North America has a Gay 
skeleton somewhere, and we will live to see 
that bag of bones come up roses. 

Homophobia will not be cured by a low 
profile. Come June 25, let us march with 
jubilation, protest with righteousness, and 
demonstrate with giddy Gay glee. 

Let us, too, pause to salute the fallen 
comrades in the strug;gle toward liberation. 
All those who for their sexuality have been 
blackmailed, driven to suicide, imprisoned. 
All those ruined careers and lives. All those 
given over to shock therapy and lobotomies. 

All those scourged by the churches. All those 
exterminated. 

We are winning. And we will triumph — 
for whatever lies in wait. Gay men and 
women will never go back to where we were 
10 years ago.

★ Contrary to your review, 1 was neither outraged 
nor thought of it as a bad joke. On the afternoon 1 
viewed it, it was enjoyed as a love story, sometimes 
comedic and quite sensual, and from the audience re¬ 
sponse in the theater and number of Gays in at¬ 
tendance this viewpoint is certainly shared. Whether 
the film is to be considered “fake, insulting and injuri¬ 
ous to the Gay community’s battle to surface and sur¬ 
vive,” as well as its being “homophobic,” depends 
upon frame of reference, personal acceptance, and 
the ability to react with inner security to various art 
forms intelligently and thoughtfully. 

In any love relationship, partners seek to balance 
and meet each other’s needs, expand awareness, 
create closeness, and foster mutual growth. This may 
include assuming different roles according to time, 
circumstance, condition, or just because it feels right. 
In “A Different Story,” Perry King and Meg Foster 
love each other and have found a satisfying way of 
fulfilling each other and meeting needs. If he is a 
loved man, successful fashion executive now making 
use of previously untapped artistic abilities, instead of 
being an unloved hustler, why not? If she is a loved 
woman, mother, knows her real estate and knows 
what to look for in buying their Hollywood Hills 
home, why not?

EDITOR’S NOTE: It seems Mr. Peterson’s letter is 
saying: “/ enjoyed the film because my response was 
based on intelligence and ‘inner security, ’ while you 
(the B.A.R.) embittered and prejudiced by the op¬ 
position put roadblocks in the way of my en¬ 
joyment. .. ” 

We regret if the B.A.R. sees demons where none 
exist. When they do exist, it is our function to point 
them out. We notice Mr. Peterson, who lays claim to 
“inner security,” directs us not to include his address. 
To us that’s a demon. 

The B.A.R. review was addressed to an “adult” 
film designed for an adult audience. The plot rode on 
a single axis - which was a lie. One greasy fuck won’t 
make a hero out of a homo nor a happy housemaker 
out of a butch dyke. If it did -- who’d be queer? 

Miracles do happen, Mr. Petersen, in kiddie litera¬ 
ture, revival tents, TV opera, Lourdes and the likes of 
The Wizard of Or. Were we attacking the truth of the 
yellow brick road or “mirror, mirror on the wall...” 
our review would be more than a touch perverse. 

Children do not mind playing with marked cards or 
loaded dice. Some adults do mind - either on prin¬ 
ciple or because the stakes are high enough. In Mr. 
Petersen’s case either pleasure decides everything or 
there’s nothing at stake. 

But then there’s that deleted address again . . . Our 
reviewer, Mr. Petersen, felt fear leaving “A Different 
Story. ” Rushing in to its defense is your privilege . . . 
and your folly. 
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the homosexual" while 
the shouting demon¬ 
strators outside echoed 
through the hall. 

The Gay marchers 
had taken to the street 
and headed for the area 
after a rally in Central 
City Park. Sporting Pink 
Triangle armoands, they 
moved toward the center 
good-naturedly. One 
newspaper reported that 
Baptists photographed 
the Gays while Gays 
photographed the Bap¬ 
tists. Many of the 
demonstrators were 
youim and clad in jeans 
and T-shirts. 

Rev. Sam Creel, 
Jackson, Mississippi, was 
quoted by a local report¬ 
er: "I didn’t know there 
were this many queers in 
the world. You have to 
really admire Anita’s 
courage." 

The Gays were met 
at the area by a counter¬ 
demonstration of 15. 
They carried placards 
also. One read, "Homo¬ 
sexuality Is A Sin." 
Some of the Gays sang 
"Jesus Loves Me to the 
silent vigil of 15. 

The Sunday edition 
of the Atlanta Journal 
carried a lengthy analy¬ 
sis of "Anita Bryant’s 
New Crusade." The 

g iece quoted National 
ray Task Force officials 
Jean O’Leary and Bruce 
Voeller. O’Leary stated 
that there was a need for 
on-campus Lesbian clubs 
and Voeller emphasized, 
"We are going to start a 
massive educational 
campaign at the state 
and national level." 


The article, which 
received considerable at¬ 
tention from the 30,000 
Baptist visitors, liberaUy 
quoted Bryant in her 
crusade to "save" child¬ 
ren — "Children should 
have at least the same 
opportunity I had to lead 
a morally decent life. So 
now I have more of a 
purpose than ever, for 
other children as well as 
my own." 

Bryant told the 
Journal interviewer that 
homosexual rights is not 
a legitimate civil rights 
issue — "They arenT a 
legitimate minority. 
Homosexuality is a mat¬ 
ter of choice. Discrimi¬ 
nation against a God- 
given trait — being Jew¬ 
ish or Black — is wrong; 
but it is not wrong to say 
no immorality." 

It was obvious that 
Bryant was especicilly 
disturbed over Ken 
Kelley’s "Playboy" inter¬ 
view. She stated that he 
now has "admitted it was 
extensively edited." In 
one instance the curticle 
said she would like to see 
all homosexuals go to jail 
for 20 years while what 
she claims she said was 
that men who are 
chicken hawks" should 
receive felony sentences. 

Drawing less press 
attention than Bryant 
and a smaller crowd at 
the convention hall was 
another well-known 
Baptist — President 
Jimmy Carter. 


Anita: “Pray 
On June 25“ 


Protect America’s 
Children, Anita Bryamt’s 
new crusade, has pro¬ 
duced another mailing to 
conservative America 
asking for funds, fasting 
and prayer on June 25. 

The new plea is for 
funds to support the re¬ 
peal of Gay rights in 
Seattle, the development 
of a legal staff amd to 
defeat the homosexual 
militants and their 
political supporters." 

The mailing in¬ 
cludes letters from two 
ministers -- one thanks 
Bryant for 'your personal 
sacrifice" cuid the other 
details cases in which 
pecmle had molested 
children. 


Bryant, aside from 
requesting sizable dona¬ 
tions, calls for contribu¬ 
tors’ prayers to strength¬ 
en her crusade against 
the militant homosexu¬ 
als across the country 
who are plcuming a na¬ 
tional celebration (Gay 
Pride Day) on June 25."

^ the Senate Finance 
Committee was made by 
cm executive vote of a 
Gay activist group, 
Human Rights Advocates 
(HRA). 

Steve Badeau, a 
full-time HRA Gay lob¬ 
byist, told B.A.R. that 
the delay was made be¬ 
cause the bill (SB-2053) 
did not have the commit¬ 
tee votes. He said that 
lobbying for the legisla¬ 
tion win continue to be a 
useful tool for himself 
and his HRA interns. 

Marks, a longtinie 
friend of San Francisco s 
Gay community, an¬ 
nounced, "I am not drop¬ 
ping it. I am just not 
g^oing to bring it up at 
this time. We may not 
bring it up again this 
year." 

A similar bill (AB- 
2858) has been intro¬ 
duced in the Assembly by 
Art Agnos. Agnos is the 
chief legislator support¬ 
ing the HRA Gay lobby¬ 


ing effort. 

The passage of the 
Jarvis-Gann tax initi¬ 
ative has affected the 
Marks bill because it 
contains a $150,000-a- 
year price tag to en¬ 
force. The estimated 
annual Fair Employment 
Practices Commission 
enforcement expense is 
considered extreme by 
many Gay activists.

Anita in Atlanta 

B.A.R. researched what Anita Bryant 
told American! Baptists aind the press during 
her recent stay in Atlanta, Georgia. Here aure 
some of her observations: 

SUPPORT OF SILENT MAJORITY 

In Dade County, Wichita. St. Paul and 
Eugene, people aure finally speaking what they 
thought all along ... I have the support of 
the silent majority, but they are no longer 
silent. They identify with me, because they 
have had these same feelings and convictions 
for years, but never has an individual told it 
like It is. 

THE MEDIA AND THE CELEBRITIES 

The press and the Hollywood liberals 
have done me wrong. The press has set me up 
and lied, auid celebrities like Rod McKuen 
have spoken against me because they bought 
the lie that this is a human rights issue. 

They (entertainers such as Johnny 
Carson) are trying to project one image ot 
Anita Bryant ... I don't think it is that they 
love the homosexual community, but they 
realize if they condemn homosexuality they 
will have to look at their own lives differ¬ 
ently. If you condemn homosexuality, you 
have to condemn adultei^, fornication and all 
the acts called sin. So you see, I really 
antagonize them because of my lifestyle. 

It shows you who is in control in this 
country. It frightens me that the media has 
that kind of power. 

AGAINST GOD'S WORD 

The homosexual lifestyle is an abomina¬ 
tion and against God's word. If God had 
meant for homosexuality to exist, he would 
have put Adam and Bruce in the Garden of 
Eden. 

The issue is immorality. Christians 
have to take a stand so that our rights are not 
legislated away. The d^ of the comfortable 
Cmristieui is over. Now Christians are coming 
out of the closet. 

PITY AND SUFFERING 

Now I sing for God's people. Ive been 
working twice as hard to pay the bills. It's 
like starting all over again . . . There are days 


when I have pity for myself. But if my life 
did not back up what I say, then I would have 
no validity. 

I am willing to take all the persecution, 
the flack, the loss of livelihood, in order to 
have peace with myself amd to protect my 
children. 

There were 6,000 pickets in Chicago 
and 4,000 in Houston. The demonstrations do 
not bother me one iota. You get used to it. 
If auiything, it makes me more determined to 
remain standing. 

Sometimes my faith is strongest when 
Im at the lowest point and I just let the Lord 
take over ... I can do things now I would 
never have thought possible . . . God knows 
what we can handle, and He will not present 
us with auiything we cannot overcome. 

THE BRYANT FAMILY 

My family has been strengthened by 
these experiences. We have learned a great 
lesson, that Christiauiity is not just a ^aim 
with your lips, but your way of life. 

We have tolerated certain things in the 
name of the so-called love, and they have not 
had anything to do with humaui life or love. 
Without moral guidance, we have no way to 
go but down.

CHILD MOLESTATION 

They s^ they don't recruit and say this 
is a big lie. They will tell you what they were 
into and that they'd do anything to get that 
gratification. Im not saying you can stereo¬ 
type, but they want you to think they're all 
nice hairdresser types and it just ain't so. 
One of the most devastating things is the 
international homosexual chud pornography 
rings. 

They want to dispense with the age of 
sexual consent so they can do it with small 
children if they so desire. 

PRIVACY 

In Miami I have much more freedom 
than here in Atlanta where I am confined to 
my hotel room. I have security like I was the 
President of the United States. It is not 
pleasant, but it is the price I have to pay. 


The Bob Kunst 
Crusade 

Bob Kunst, Miami 
activist and founder of 
the bisexual "Transperi- 
ence" group, has an¬ 
nounced formation of the 
"Simshine Party." The 
new "alternative politi¬ 
cal party will be orgaui- 
ized nationally to give 
people a choice for a 
change" according to its' 
founder. The announce¬ 
ment was made at an 
Atlcuita, Georgia, press 
conference during Anita 
Bryant's appearsmce at 
the Southern Baptists' 
national convention. 

Kunst is a loner 
who. with his friend Alan 
Rockway, has been in¬ 
volved in several "Gay 
liberation" efforts in re¬ 
cent years. He worked 
separately from the 
Miami cocdition during 
the repeal effort there 
last yean:, raising several 
thousand dollars on his 
own and surprising all 
with his frequent one- 
maui press conferences. 

The Miami Herald 
later reported that Kunst 
and his compamion were 
counseling homosexuals 
on "how to accept their 
homosexuality" in their 
Trauisperience group ses¬ 
sions. The bisexual cen¬ 
ter in Miami hais been 
denied a requested 
$55,000 federad grant to 
continue their services. 
Initiadly the group had 
received a $4^00 grant 
that was later only pau:- 
tially readized. The 
National Enquirer "ex- 

f osed" the federally 
unded center in a 
February 14 article this 
year. 
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BOB KUNST, controversial activist. 


Kunst recently 
made a surprise appear¬ 
ance in St. Paul during 
the repeal campaign 
there. His press releases 
were considered "sm em¬ 
barrassment" a pro-Gay 
campaign worker told 
B.A.K. In his fashion, 
Kunst worked alone in 
St. Paul. 

His latest Atlanta 
trip was reported in de¬ 
tail in the Atlanta Jour¬ 
nal which wrote, "Kunst 
said he raised $320 in 
small change for Gay 
rights activities in visits 
to two local nightclubs 
catering to homosexuals. 
He continued his fund¬ 
raising during staging of 
the march in Central 
City Park on Sunday 
afternoon. Kunst 


hawked anti-Anita but¬ 
tons and 'Oral is Moral' 
bumper stickers for $1 
each." 

The energetic 

activist suddenly ap¬ 
peared in San Francisco 
earlier this year and 
asked B.A.R. to nur- 
chase a number of "Gay 
liberation" phonograpn 
records that he was pro¬ 
moting. 

One recent com¬ 
munique from Kunst was 
^ announcement of a 
Loving People Rally" in 
Miami co-sponsored by 
the Sunshine Party 
Movement and 

Transperience Institute 
of Florida. Tickets were 
$5 and "1.800 seats are 
going fast to experience 
disco, rally, a surprise

THE LESSON 
JARVIS-GANN 


FROM controlled, much to the 
chagrin of the same con¬ 
servatives. 


The current "state 
of emergency" is some¬ 
what misleading. In 
order to deal with the 
problems caused by the 
p^assage of the Jarvis- 
Gann Initiative and be¬ 
cause of the severe 
restrictions that our cur¬ 
rent City Charter im¬ 
poses, certain sections of 
the Charter had to be 
suspended. In order to 
do so, we had to first 
declcure a "state of emer¬ 
gency." 

It is one of the 
many reasons why Super¬ 
visor John Molinari and I 
put together the package 
entitled Proposition L 
that appeared on the 
recent ballot. It passed 
and it was the first step 
towards real charter 
modernization. Little of 
the political bickering 
and stalling would be 
taking place if the 
charter did not have 
uncalled-for restrictions. 
It handicaps fast-needed 
action. 

What is taking 
place on the Board is a 
game that almost makes 
a mockery of govern¬ 
ment. It is interesting to 
see where leadersnip 
does arise and who wedks 
away from it at the final 
bell. It is also interest¬ 
ing to see who bites the 
bullet and is willing to 
make impopular but 
necessary decisions. 

Adding to the prob¬ 
lems around City Hall is 
the uncertainty of what 
the State will do. Will 
they refund the money to 
San Francisco that they 
say they will and just 
how much of it? 

THE REACTIONARIES 
RISE 

The most pathetic 
and yet amusing people 
in all this are the reac¬ 
tionaries who zure rising 
up, calling themselves 
"fiscal conservatives," 
and now saying that the 
cuts they demanded by 
passing Jeirvis-Gann were 
not meauit to be made in 
the areas of their private 
concerns. The next time 
a person tells you that 
they are a "fiscal con¬ 
servative," I bet you'll 
find a hard-nosed reac¬ 
tionary behind the 
facade. 

The irony of the 
entire Jzurvis-Gann bit is 
that it turns much of the 
funds saved on property 
taxes over to the state 
and federal government 
because of lower income 
tax deductions. Thus the 
true conservatives who 
are against big govern¬ 
ment emd for local con¬ 
trol have handed over to 
the feds even more con¬ 
trol. I would say that 
within 2-5 years, all 
social services will be 
either state or federally 


And the yelling and 
booing on the sid^ines 
by those who read the 
headlines is almost as 
amusing. There will be 
lay-offs and there will be 
increases in current 
licensing and taxes. 

'Those are decisions 
that have to be made, 
and made they will be. 
They will be unpopular. 
Every cut hurts people. 
Every increase hurts 
people. King Solomon 
does not exist. But 
someone must make the 
decisions. Outsiders will 
always criticize. What 
was unexpected were 
those people in govern¬ 
ment who do not want to 
make the hard decisions 
when faced with them. 

THE LESSON 

There's one big les¬ 
son to be learned from 
the passage of Jarvis- 
Gann and the cutting up 
of the pie. The reaction¬ 
aries and the special in¬ 
terest groups are eisking 
for and getting more 
than their fair Inare of 
the pie and the others 
(the minorities, the 
Gays, the feminists, the 
seniors, the disabled, the 
poor) are on the short 
end. The lesson is that 
we had better form 
strong and broad alli¬ 
ances. Otherwise, we'll 

get picked off one at a 
time. 

And coming down 
the road is Briggs putting 
together the same con¬ 
servative coalition. 

They are asking, "IF gov¬ 
ernment has to lay off 
people, why not Gay 
teachers? And next. Gay 
doctors? And after that, 
any industry where 
licensing has to be peurt 
of the right to work. 

It is not too far 
fetched if Briggs suc¬ 
ceeds to see Gay bars 
and Gay real estate 
brokers added to the 
Briggs list. After all, 
with people laid off their 

t obs Decause of Jarvis- 
Jann, openings must be 
made and they say that 
since Gay people are not 
family people, and on 
and on. Well. . . 

Hitler lives on in 
Briggs amd Jaurvis has 
helped. Jarvis will be a 
rough go for adl minori¬ 
ties. Briggs will be a 
horror for Gays. Of 
course, the Gay reac¬ 
tionaries and our own 
bigots sing the praises of 
Jarvis. They'll quietly 
watch Gay teachers be 
thrown out of jobs still 
singing the praises of 
Jau*vis amd will never be 
able to relate the two of 
them. History IS repeat¬ 
ing itself.

A woman I've 
known since my youth 
recently sent me a letter 
in which she said that 
she's puzzled by all of 
the stories in the news¬ 
papers about Gay people. 
"I've lived for eighty- 
three years," she wrote, 
"and I've never heard this 
subject mentioned in 
public before now. May- 
oe you can tell me — 
What do homosexuals 
want?" It's a fair ques¬ 
tion from a straight per¬ 
son, and I sent an answer 
which I hope does justice 
to it. I share it here, 
thinking that it may be 
of interest to other 
people as well. 


What do homosexu¬ 
als want? Of course I 
can't speak for all homo¬ 
sexuals, but I think that 
the goals I have in mind 
may be representative. 
These are things that I, 
as a Gay person, want: 

I want to be recog¬ 
nized and accepted as a 
valid person in my own 
right. I want to be 
judged by my abilities 
and my accomplish¬ 
ments, not by some pre¬ 
fabricated notion of 
what homosexuals are 
thought to be. Surely this 
— is wnat every person is 
due in a fair society. I 
am a human being, no 
less and no more than 
anyone else. 

I want to have the 
same social rights and 
privileges as other 
people in our society. I 
want the same oppor¬ 
tunities for a iob an<f for 


a place to live. I want 
the right of free speech 
that is guaranteed by the 
Constitution. The reason 
you haven't heard this 
subject mentioned in 
public before now is that 
Gay people, until recent¬ 
ly, have been denied this 
right. At a very practi¬ 
cal level, we are still 
being denied it. What 
the newspapers print 
about us is Ceurefully con¬ 
trolled and is heavily 
biased against us. When 
I speak of my rights as a 
Gay person, I want a 
chance to be heard. 

I want sexual free¬ 
dom. I want people to 
stop calling me a sinner 
or a psychopath or a per¬ 
vert or a deviant simply 
because they don't ap^ 

f irove of my sex life. I 
eel that my sex life is 
my own business and cer¬ 
tainly not the business of 
the state or various 
religious and political 
groups. 

I want freedom of 
movement as a Gay per¬ 
son. If straight people 
are allowed to nola hands 
in public, I want to be 
allowed to hold hands in 
public. If straight people 
are allowed to kisss, I 
want to be allowed to 
kiss. I don't want cUffer- 
ent rules for different 
people. 

I want people to 
stop telling lies about 
me. I can't think of any 
other group of people 
who have had so many 
lies repeated about them 
— in spite of evidence 
refuting the lies. I don't 
molest children. I don't 
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try to seduce every man 
I meet. I don't hate 
women. Tm not confused 
about my "gender," ctnd I 
don't want to be a girl. 
Yet these lies are re¬ 
peated in books and 
newspapers and on the 
television every day. 
People believe them and 
have no desire to know 
the facts. 

I want to be free of 
the need to defend my¬ 
self all of the time. At¬ 
tacks against Gay people 
are constant ama never- 
ending. The whole soci¬ 
ety is so antihomosexual 
that in certain places 
and certain times there 
are even physical attacks 
and murder. I want to be 
able to stop wasting my 
time and energy in self- 
defense ~ I want to be 
productive and contrib¬ 
ute positively to • the 

society in which I live. 

I want people to 
stop pretending that I 
don’t exist. History 
books deliberately sup¬ 
press the persecution of 
nomosexuals, even when 
it is a major policy of 
government — as it was 
in Nazi Germany and cis 
it still is in many parts 
of the United States. 
Culture heroes are 
"whitewashed." In a 
television program about 
Leonardo da Vinci, for 
example, his homosexu¬ 
ality was changed to 
heresy so that what wcis 
thougnt to be the taint 
of homosexuality could 
be removed from a 

famous name. I want 

homosexuality to be 


recognized as a fact of 
life. 

I wcmt to stop 

hiding. I wcoit to be free 

of the need to pretend 
that I'm heterosexual in 
order to be treated with 
respect. Many Gay 
people stay "in the 

closet" because the pen¬ 

alties of public declara¬ 
tion are loss of income, 
loss of friends, cind loss 
of public esteem. As 
long as homosexuals are 
persecuted in our soci¬ 
ety, nobody is truly free 
— whether he is a homo¬ 
sexual or one of the per¬ 
secutors. 

What do homosexu¬ 
als want? Homosexuals 
are not asking for special 
privileges, as is so often 
charged. We simply 
want our rightful place 
in society. When the day 
comes that the world 
stops viewing homosexu¬ 
als as people who are 
different — as people 
who are to be identified 
only in terms of their 
sexual orientation — 
then homosexuals will 
have what they wamt. 
But that day is still a 
long way off, and until it 
arrives you will continue 
to read about us in the 
newspapers. Homosexu¬ 
ality is no longer "the 
love that dares not speak 
its name," and homo¬ 
sexuals cire no longer 
willing to be the scape¬ 
goats for a society tnat 
IS dominated by individu¬ 
als who refuse to accept 
the facts of human sexu¬ 
ality.

Board Votes For Garage 
Despite Jarvis-Gann

Reaffirming vote 
for vote its April posi¬ 
tion, the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors last 
week decided on a park¬ 
ing garage for the Per¬ 
forming Arts Center 
despite passage of 
Proposition IJ, the 
Jarvis-Gann Initiative. 

A thriving Gay 
Community Center and 
nearly 70 low-cost hous¬ 
ing units presently 
occupy the designated 
area. 


On the chance that 
the garage could fail in 
expectations to pay f 9 r 
its own construction in 
ten years through fees to 
parking customers, the 
city was being asked to 
guarantee its general 
funds. Referring to the 
tax-cutting Prop. 13 
which carried with it 
symbolic rebellion 


Off guard when the 
item came up for usually 
routine second approval 
in May, sponsors of the 
Performing Arts Center 
were surprised when the 
Board delayed "final" 
approval until after the 
Jarvis-Gann election. 
-Supervisors Dan White 
and Gordon Lau had 
joined the garage's four 
staunch opponents in the 
postponement, but six 
weeks of intense lobby¬ 
ing by PAC sponsors for 
their garage got those 
swing votes bac^. 

Also prevailing in 
the 7-4 count were Lee 
Dolson, Dianne Fein- 
stein, Quentin Kopp, Bob 
Gonzales and Ron Pelosi. 
Opposing the garage 
were John Molinari, Ella 
Hutch, Carol Silver and 
Harvey Milk.

Disneyland: 
“No Comment 
On Future 
Gay Event” 

Robert Roth, a 
Disneyland official, has 
told B.A.R. that the 
"Operations Department 
mcQtes those decisions" 
when asked if the park 
would open up its doors 
again to a "family night" 
for the Gay community. 
Roth said that those de¬ 
cisions are made "upon 
application" and are "not 
the kind of decisions we 
make in advance or com¬ 
ment upon." He added 
that he did not think 
whether those attending 
the park were homo¬ 
sexual or not was a con¬ 
sideration of park 
officials. When cisked if 
he knew that the Disney 
corporation was a politi¬ 
cally conservative organ¬ 
ization he commented, 
"Well, the pcirk is not 
political." 

Speculation has 
been continuing since the 
successful G^ "family 
night" at Disneyland:, 
Anaheim, that there 
would be another such 
night this year or the 
first part oi 1979. The 
Tavern Guild of Los 
Angeles and Studio One 
rented the entire park on 
May 25 for a "Gay night" 
and 17,000 attended. 
Park officicds told 
B.A.R. that attendance 
at such events ranges 
from 6,000 to 20,000. 

There were no seri¬ 
ous problems at the 
event, although there 
were a few arrests. 
Disneyland would not tell 
B.A.R. what the arrests 
were about, stating, "We 
do not discuss such mat¬ 
ters." A park official did 
say that it was "not un¬ 
usual to have some 
arrests at such a large 
gathering." 

Scott Forbes, the 
Studio One official who 
arranged the affair with 
Disneyland, states that 
all of the profits (a pos¬ 
sible $15,000) will go to 
the Tavern Guild of Los 
Angeles. TGLA is in¬ 
volved in a project to 
remodel the Los Angeles 
Gay Community Services 
Center. 

One observer who 
attended the event told 
B.A.R. that there was no 
"drag." He said the 
crowd seemed circum¬ 
spect — if at times "a 


little campy" when 
posing for photographs 
with Mickey Mouse and 
Pluto. 

Professional 
Gays Rejected 
-Kinsey 

A new study on 
sexual attitudes will be 
released soon that will 
reveal that Americans 
are becoming more con¬ 
servative in their views 
about sex. The report 
will come from the Insti¬ 
tute for Sex Research, 
the famed group that 
was foundea by Dr. 
Alfred Kinsey. 

Dr. Paul Gebhard, 
the institute's director, 
reveals that "The great 
majority of Americans 
are against extramarital 
intercourse and they are 
strongly down on prosti¬ 
tution. They violently 
disapprove of homosexu¬ 
ality.^' However, he 



DR. ALFRED KINSEY 
emphasized that the pub¬ 
lic does believe that 
homosexuals should have 
jobs. 

Gebhard stated 
that the jobs homosejcu- 
als should, have, accord¬ 
ing to the public, are 
musicians, actors, flor¬ 
ists and interior deco¬ 
rators. They do not 
favor Gays as judges, 
public officials, police¬ 
men, physicieuis and 
teachers. 

There is a conserv¬ 
ative trend that may be 
helpful in the long run, 
Gebhard urges, because 
there is a new emphasis 
on personal freedom, the 
right to privacy. He says 
that some attitudes are 
gradually getting more 
liberal. When the origi¬ 
nal Kinsey Report was 


published in 1^48, the 
word "masturbation" 
could not be printed in 
most U.S. newspapers. 

Gebhard says the 
40-50's period when 
people "teased" each 
other about sex is gone, 
but most young people 
today still want to marry 
and are not sexually pro¬ 
miscuous. He said that 
young people are learn¬ 
ing aoout sexual freedom 


$25,000 Profit 
From New Age 
‘Briggs’ Event 


Sally Fisk, Media 
Coordinator of Los 
Angeles' New Age, has 
ex^ained to B.A.R. that 
estimates of the profit 
realized from a recent 
Anti-Briggs concert at 
Santa Monica Auditorium 
in Gay newspapers were 
greatly exaggerated. 
She said, "I doivt know 
where they got figures 
like $70,000 and $85,000 
in profit. The gross will 
be close to $60^,000 and 
the net profit closer to 
$25,000."^ 


The concert fea¬ 
tured Joan Baez, Holly 
Near, Peter Yarrow (of 
Peter, Paul & Mary), and 
Harry Chapin. 


Baez, who had dis¬ 
cussed her bisexuality 
with the press two years 
ago, received a standing 
ovation from the esti¬ 
mated 3,000 present. 
Later she told the press 
that she felt more com¬ 
fortable in a Gay men's 
bar than in a Lesbieui bar 
"because then Lesbian¬ 
ism doesn't edge in on 
me." During her portion 
of the show, she pre¬ 
sented material that 
dealt only with the Gay 
male. 


Holly Near re¬ 
ceived repeated applause 
for her numbers. She 
was assisted by Meg 
Christian and Mary 
Watkins. 


The $25^000 from 
the concert will be used 
by New Age (New Alli¬ 
ance for Gay Eauality) 
for an educational cam¬ 
paign to help defeat the 
anti-Gay Briggs Initi¬ 
ative in November. The 
Santa Monica concert 
was the largest Gay 
fundraiser since a Holly¬ 
wood Bowl concert last 
Fall for the Save Our 
Human Rights Founda¬ 
tion, San Francisco, 
which raised $87,000.

From our 
23rd floor lanai we en¬ 
joyed the view of beach, 
ocean, and sunset over 
the mountains. That 
night we went to one of 
my favorite restaurants. 
The Willows, for a deli¬ 
cious dinner of mahi- 
mahi, a local fish. It was 
dining in a lovely setting 
— a stream with carp, 
grass huts scattered 
amongst the trees, the 
open ^y above. 


The next day we 
rented a car early in the 
morning and stmiped off 
at the Kahala Hilton for 
breakfast (highly recom¬ 
mended hotel — and 
food). When did you last 
have macadamia nut 
pancakes with coconut 
syrup!!? The grounds of 
the hotel are lovely with 

§ ools for penguins, caurp, 
olphins and giant 
turtles. 


The next stop was 
Haiku Gardens which is a 
restaurant with exotic 
groimds; then on to the 
Valley of the Temples 
and its Byodo-In, an 
exact replica of a Japan¬ 


ese temple. Exquisite. 
We took a tour of the 
temple with the funny 
little guide — a charac¬ 
ter who has trained one 
of the carp in the pool, 
as well as all the spar¬ 
rows around, to eat out 
of his hand. The carjp 
comes to the sound of his 
voice, and I could swear, 
looks ovdr his "shoulder 
waiting for the guide to 
call him! 

Our next stop was 
Waimea Falls Park where 
we relaxed on the veran¬ 
dah of the Proud Pea¬ 
cock, watching the birds 
strutting about the lawn. 
We made the rugged hike 
up to the falls which are 
not spectacular, but it 
was worth it to watch 
the young men dive the 
55-70 feet into the base 
of the falls. We saw 
fascinating archeological 
ruins on the trail back 
through the park. 

Driving along the 
east and north coasts of 
the island, we passed 
many inviting little 
beaches that seemed so 
private. 

A major attraction 
on the north coast of 
Oahu is the Polynesiaui 
Cultural Center. It is 
fun to play "tourist" once 
in a while, and this is the 
place to do it. The 
whole concept is fan¬ 
tastic. It is built and run 
by the Mormons, with a 
twofold purpose: first, 
to give work to the .stu¬ 
dents at Brigham Young 
University there, and, 
secondly, to preserve the 
Polynesian cultures. We 
had little enough time 
there and would allow 
more time in the future. 
We arrived in time for 
the Pageant of the Long 
Canoes, a tease for the 
various islands' music 
and dancers. Each long 
canoe holds about 8-10 
musicians and dancers 
who do a "turn." On an 
island in the canal, more 
musici 2 uis and singers 
perform. Quite a show - 
- and great for shutter- 
bugs. We then walked 
through the villages 
where cultural demon¬ 
strations are given. A 
buffet dinner is included 
in the price of admission. 
And then the show — and 
what a show! We 
thought the title of the 
program. Invitation to 
Paradise, presumptuous. 
But it turned out to be a 
marvelously produced 
musical review with 
never a dull moment. 
The only thing that 
marred the performance 
was the rude audience. 

We got back to 
Waikiki for an exotic 
nightcap before taking a 
stroll on the beach. So 
much more to see on this 
often-neglected isle. 


“No” Angers

HONOLULU 

Twenty-five state legis¬ 
lators committed them¬ 
selves to support the 
addition of "sexual 
orientation" to state 
non-discrimination laws, 
but activists could not 
get the legislation out of 
committee. There was 
no discussion by commit¬ 
tee members and the 
vote took only ten 
seconds. 

The House Judici¬ 
ary Committee voted (7- 
2) to defeat the bill pro¬ 
posed by local Gay 
leaders under Metropoli¬ 
tan Community Church's 
Rev. Paul Peachy. The 
minister had fasted for 
two weeks before the 
vote was taken and was 
openly angered by the 
vote. The legislation had 
been introduced in 1977. 

Peachy said, "I 
thought this was 
America. I am shocked, 
surprised cuid seething."

STOCKHOLM. Discrim- 
ination against Gay 
people has oeen prohib¬ 
ited in Sweden under a 
newly enacted law. 
Parliament also lowered 
the minimum consent 
law for homosexu 2 Ll rela¬ 
tions from 18 to 15, 
which had previously 
been permissible only for 
heterosexuals. 

Accepting that 
homosexual activity does 
take place in the teens 
and should not be illegal, 
the new state law m£3:es 
one exception to such 
activity: the minimum is 
18 (previously 20) in 
those cases where pay¬ 
ment is made or when 
one of the partners is in, 
a more dominant au¬ 
thority position over the 
other.

VINCENT PRICE

Vincent Price at 67 is a perfect Rennaisance gentleman (not Gay but certainly 
aware and understanding) who asserts that Oscar Wilde was not exclusively homo¬ 
sexual but a flagrant bisexual, proud of his staying power, who was in the habit of 
having several women sexually while whoring with men friends. 

Mr. Price cannot be a part of the Gay Parade Celebration because of scheduling 
problems. He believes most celebrities who come out for a political cause end up 
hurting the cause. According to Price at a recent press conference at Trader Vic’s, 
the obligation of a good artist is to be “a good reporter.” 

Vincent Price was in town plugging DIVERSIONS AND DELIGHTS soon 
to reopen for a limited run at the Geary. 

I almost bumped into the big man (about 6’2”) on my way to the press luncheon 
room. I Introduced myself and we chatted and he made me feel that he was glad 
that I was sharing my time with him. Vincent Price is warm, open, witty, basically 
honest, humorous, fascinating and fun to be with. For two hours 1 watched him 
charm the cynicism off fifteen jaded press people. 

He never seems to run out of interesting and often salacious anecdotes about 
the great and famous much as Wilde did in his heyday in England. “Speaking of 
Detroit,” Price quipped, “one can’t say too little about Detroit.” He peppered the 
luncheon with similar humorous asides, and the press laughed at Price’s slicing in¬ 
tellectual barbs as much as it queried the man. 

Price has been portraying Oscar Wilde starting here last year to rave notices 
around the country. Speaking of the Irish wit as a “unique genius,” Price said his 
performance of Wilde is his contribution to the Gay Movement. About Wilde’s 
disastrous love affair with Alfred Lord Douglas Price said, “Wilde had become 
bored with life on the heights. He sought excitement in life at the depths. He 
chose to self-destruct. That’s why he died of syphilis. He was going into the Paris 
slums to hang out with all those (hesitation) A-Rabs!” 

Wilde had that Irish fascination for nobility, according to Price, that made him 
cling to his “Bosje” after it was apparent that he didn’t share Wilde’s romantic en¬ 
thusiasm. When the affair became the scandal of England, Wilde could have 
sailed away on holiday and let the thing blow over. Against all sound advice, he 
chose to fight and lose. He made himself the scandal of the world and brought 
about his profligate existence in exile. 

When asked what attribute of Wilde Price had adopted (The A.C.I. press 
people call the piece the “Price/Wilde Show”) in studying the man. Price an¬ 
swered immediately, “His love of the language.” Price was humbled by Wilde’s in¬ 
sistence on using precise words. “There is no doubling meaning in any of Wilde’s 
expressions at all. Such wit!” Price went on, “Wilde is the genuine definition of 
wit.” 


Price is also a painter, art collector, entrepreneur and critic, internationally 
recognized. When asked about what would be good to collect now, he mentioned 
Isabel Fisher, a Los Angeles Black artist. Commenting on the role of the artist as 
reporter. Price said, “We are all blind. The artist’s duty is to show us the sights of 
life we aren’t seeing.” Price called Dali, Chagall and Buffet overrated. Warhol is a 
“distinct man, the ultimate recorder of our canned nation.” Other Price-isms: 
Picasso and cartoonists are the best. True American art without ethnic influence 
began with the Jackson Pollack group. The Bay Area is still the center of 
American art as far as Price is concerned. He loves San Francisco. As Wilde said, 
“All art is useless.” 

Price can go on and on. He looks his 67 years, but his skin is alive and his 
twinkling light blue eyes spark energy. 

Price’s low point as an actor was two years ago when Mae West turned him 
down because he was too old. His high point is now. Price loves the theatre and 
wants to go on doing juicy character roles. He said his biggest mistake was leaving 
the theatre for films. He loves acting with his wife Coral Browne. They often run 
lines in bed. Price didn’t elaborate on the interesting method he had of cueing his 
wife. 

Several Gay reporters - including me - brought up the Gay issues, and the 
luncheon could have become a Gay caucus. Such was Price’s craft that he deftly 
maneuvered back to his show and Wilde. Comparing the Briggs Initiative to the 
McCarthy Communist witchhunt in Hollywood in the 50’s, Price said, “You’re 
being asked the same question and there’s no answer, ‘Have you stopped beating

your wife yet?”’ Price is not pro-Gay as much as he’s pro human rights, and that 
makes him supportive of the Gay Movement. When informed that entertainers 
would follow the purge of Gay teachers if Briggs’ fantasy becomes law. Price ex¬ 
claimed, “Well, there goes the British Theatre!” He did promise this writer that 
he’d visit the “Art as Art” show at the Gay Community Center. 1 informed him it 
was the most exciting art show in town. It is! 


Price is warm. He loves life and he’s devouring it in creme de la creme style. 


The gentleman honestly loves his audiences and chats with those who wait to 
see him, one of his favorite pasttimes. A chat with Price is an entertainment I’ll opt 
for anytime. _

What do Ethel Mer- 
mzm, Carol Chcinnir^ and 
the D’Oyly Carte Opera 
Company have in com¬ 
mon? Well, for one, they 
all seem to be inde¬ 
structible. Each edso has 
a long history of excel¬ 
lence in performing 
throughout the long run 
of a show, when memy 
other performers would 
succumb to the "long run 
blues." 

The Merm, God 
bless her, was always 
able to deliver a near¬ 
perfect performance. It 
was almost as if she had 
put the computer on 
auto-pilot and could af¬ 
ford to worry about 
which groceries to shop 
for while trying onstage 
to get her man with a 
gun. Less than a week 
prior to opening a show 
in New York, she was 
approached by a lyricist 
wno wanted to change 
one line in the show. 
The Merm staunchly re¬ 
fused, answering, "The 
show is frozen, buddy. 
You can call me Miss 
Birds-Eye!" 

Carol Channing is a 
bit more deliberate. 
When HELLO. DOLLY 
was first established as a 
success, she had a friend 
take notes of every 
movement, inflection 
ahd minute bit of detail 
in the production. In 
subsequent revivals, that 
notebook has been her 
Bible. "It is inviolate," 
she states. "If you domt 
do each gesture on cue, 
you don't get the lai:^h 
that comes with it." Yet 
Channing always seems 
to be delivering a purely 
spontaneous perform¬ 
ance. 

The D'Oyly Carte 
was in Sam Francisco this 
month and they must 
hold the all-time record. 
While in town they 
brought with them three 
all-time favorite^ THE 
MIKADO, PIRATES OF 
PENZANCE, and H.M.S. 
PINAFORE (which cele¬ 
brated its hundredth 
birthday while at the 
Curranj. Generations 
have watched a succes¬ 
sion of lead players with¬ 
in the D'Oyly Carte and 
faces come and go from 
the ensemble. John 


Reed, who has been with 
the company for 26 
years, is still handling 
most of the patter roles. 
He is nimble, droll, and 
acerbic as Sir Joseph 


PIRATES OF PENZANCE. 


Porter, the ruler of the 
Queen's Navee, and no¬ 
thing short of marvelous 
as Ko-Ko, the Lord High 
Executioner. 

All three produc¬ 
tions were in top form. 
THE MIKADO featured 
another compcuiy stal¬ 
wart, Kenneth Samdford, 
who must be the greatest 
Pooh-Bah that ever 
stalked the earth. The 
troupe's chief contralto 
these days is Patricia 
Leonard. Her Little 
Buttercup appears skin¬ 
nier them most others, 
but as Katisha, she 
turned in a performcmce 
of towering proportions, 
which rankecT with those 
of Ella Halman and Anne 
Drum mond-Grant. 


James Conroy- 
Ward, the second patter 
man, handled the role of 
M^or General Stanley in 
PIRATES better tnan 
anyone I can remember. 

The remarkable 
thing about the D'Oyly 
Carte is their freshness. 
Many of the compcmy 
make a lifetime career 
out of Gilbert emd Sulli- 
van; and boredom could 
easily set in. However, 
each evening's work was 
fresh, clean, and (with 
the exception of some 
slow cue pickups by the 


local orchestra) immacu¬ 
lately performed. One 
source of joy is their 
diction. In an age when 
most performers rely on 
a microphone and still 
manage to produce only 
mush, the D^Oyly Carte's 
singers enunciate with a 
crispness that is remark¬ 
able. There are fine 
voices within the troupe. 
Valerie Masterson has 
graduated from the com¬ 
pany to sing major oper¬ 
atic roles in Englcmd. 

Also, a certain 
awareness of the non¬ 
sense of it all has crept 
into the proceedings^ and 
not just in the cherished 
encores that follow fa¬ 
vorite songs. These en¬ 
cores are legendary bits 


of shtick, many of them 
well-memorized by the 
audience of adoring 
Savoyard fans. But a 
certain air now surrounds 
these sacred bits of busi¬ 
ness that is an admission 
by the company that "We 
know that you know that 
we know that you 
know. . ." Thus, Sir 
Joseph Porter toys with 
the orchestra players in 
an effort to get tnem to 
stop making such a* 
racket and poring him 
with all these encores 
until he finally unravels 
a banner announcing 
"The End." In PIRATES 
OF PENZANCE, the 
Chief of Police, after 
several encores oi "When 
the Foeman Bares His 
Steel," comes onstage 
2 md mouths the lyrics 
silently, leaving the 
audience devastated with 
laughter. 

The new romamtic 
leads, Reid Meston and 
Julia Goss, have fine 
voices. Miss Goss has a 
certain English box¬ 
faced daffiness about her 
that is a delight.

Gertrude's work: col¬

"But the emptiness 
is so very, very great," 
and so it was to be for 
the next 20 years of 
Alice's life until her 
death at 90. 

Gertrude's friend 
Mabel Dodge (who Alice 
loathed) once said to 
Alice, "I can't understand 
you.

years I knew her."

A cousin of Ger¬ 
trude's visiting from 
Baltimore described 
Alice about that time as 
"a hideous witch-like 
little figure with a large 
nose and moustached 
face who was wearing a 
grey suit which reached 
her ankles and a hat 
which was jammed over 
her black Dangs." But 
Alice had the friends of 
two generations, and 
letter writing to friends 
old amd new became a 
major occupation. The 
Americans especially 
worried in those painful 
post-war days if sne had 
enough food, enough 
cash, enough warm 
clothes. No, her needs 
were few, but an occa¬ 
sional carton of Pall 
Malls were always wel¬ 
come. Accepting sci¬ 
ence's verdict, she gave 
up smoking at 87. 

She dabbled adroit¬ 
ly in the latest literary 
gossip. In I960 she 
wrote to Anita Loos, 
"Have you read Mercedes 
de Acosta's book^ 'Here 
Lies the Heart.' There is 
a classic description of 
Greta Garbo. A friend 
said (?) to me one day — 
You can't dispose of 
Mercedes lightly — she 
has had the two most 
important women in the 
U.S., Greta Garbo and 
Marlene Dietrich." 

And bad news 
about Hemingway was 
good news to Alice. She 
never forgot (or forgave 
for that matter) her 
rivals. Besides, her fav¬ 
orite, Scott Fitzgerald, 
had better manners. 

More time consum¬ 
ing was Gertrude's 
business: getting the 

papers and manuscripts 
to the library at YcQe, 
overseeing the re-issuing’ 
of early novels, the arti¬ 
cles that appeared about 
Gertrude. One friend 
wrote, "After nearly 40 
years of creating and 
publicizing the legend of 
Gertrude Stein, Alice 
would not permit a nega¬ 
tive word or a prying 
eye. Her reaction was 
always swift and hard, 
and she mustered up 
whatever forces she 
could from among those 
she trusted" to thwart 
the latest demythifier. 

"Any who dared to 
write about Gertrude," 
wrote another friend, 
"risked Alice's wrath 
with every word. Her 
requirements were so ex¬ 
acting that few could 
hope to come through 
her critical reading un¬ 
scathed."

The same woman 
who in 1949 had written, 
"Dead is dead but that is 
why memory is all and 
all the immortality there 
is," was converted to 
Roman Catholicism in 
1957 . Alice now took 
great comfort in her cer¬ 
tainty that Gertrude was 
waiting for her — that 
she pray for her and to 
her and that someday 
they would be reunited.. 
After 11 years of loneli¬ 
ness fearing that Ger¬ 
trude's presence was 
becoming more elusive, 
she had revived an even 
more radiant memory of 
Gertrude through her 
conversion. 

To some it looked 
like Alice couldn't be 
trusted . . . with any¬ 
thing. In 1961 the Stem 
heirs, fearing Alice 
would not or could not 
take proper care of the 
by then famous and 
priceless Stein art col¬ 
lection, took action. 
While Alice was pilgrim¬ 
aging in Rome, they se¬ 
cured entry into the 
Toklas/Stein apartment 
at 5 rue Christine.

The nation's most 
respected newspaper, the 
NEW YORK TIMES, has 
editoricdized on homo¬ 
sexual civil rights. 

"Some of the rhet¬ 
oric and demonstrations 
of homosexual groups" 
have exacerbated the 
fears of many, the E 
TIMES commented, "that ^ 
homosexuals are a threat ^ 
to family life, children, £ 
religious beliefs, perhaps E 
to their own sexuality."^ * 

The newspaper ^ 
called the appcirent ' ^ 
backlash against nomo- ^ 
sexual rights "deplor- C 
able" euid something that C 
"cannot be written off C 
simply as the work of ™ 
kooks and bigots." 


"Observers have 
noted," the T^ES ob¬ 
served, "that funda¬ 
mental values are under 
attack . . . The issue is 
not whether homosexu- 
cdity is admirable, only 
whether discrimination is 
acceptable. Most homo¬ 
sexuals are not out to 
convert the nation, they 
simply want a fair 
chcuice to find a job cmd 
a place to live." 

The "shame" of the 
nation, the TIMES em¬ 
phasized, is that such 
ordinary wants need to 
be guaranteed by law . . . 
Without statutes to pro¬ 
tect them, homosexuals 
will continue to be faced 


by barrier to their liveli¬ 
hood and freedom." 

The TIMES called 
for the City Council of 
New York City to adopt 
a broad ordinance pro¬ 
hibiting discrimination 
against Gay people, so 
New Yorkers ''affirm 
their belief in equitable 
treatment for a long- 
abused minority." 

In its conclusion 
the editorial stressed 
sense of value that is in 
jeopardy where homo¬ 
sexuals are concerned.

In the early 1970's 
when Gay churches were 
springing up like dande¬ 
lions, it was a popular 
custom to enhance the 
worship services by read¬ 
ing from a book of highly 
contemporary prayers by 
a popular Episcopal 
priest. The prayer was a 
simple but moving testa¬ 
ment about a Gay bar. 

"This isn't very 
much like a church, 
Lord, but many members 
of ttie church are also 
here in this bar. Quite a 
few of the men here be¬ 
long to the church as 
well as to this bar. If 
they knew how, a number 
of them would ask you to 
be with them in both 
places. Some of them 
wouldn't, but won't you 
be with them, too, 
Jesus?" 

These thoughts 
were taken from '^re 
You Running With Me, 
Jesus?," probably the 
most popular book writ¬ 
ten by Tather Malcolm 
Boyd. 

During the '60s and 
'70s Boyd wrote fre¬ 
quently and was caught 
up in civil rights strug¬ 
gles for Blacks, Jews, 
and now Gays. 

But despite all the 
glamour and public ex¬ 
citement, Boyd suffered 
a deep gnawing pain both 
physically and psycho¬ 
logically. His Gay con¬ 
flict caused severe back 
pains and much depres¬ 
sion. He lived through 
the era when there was * 
no way out for Gays. 

"Take Off The 
Meisks" will cause the 
1 same degree of excite¬ 


ment generated last year 
by "The Dave Kopay 
Story." This is the out of 
the closet book for 1978. 
Boyd shows an incredible 
amount of courage here. 
He slices his mind and 
heart open and makes 
himself utterly vulner¬ 
able. He bleeds for the 
reader and hopes a new 
closeness will triumph 
for the human race. 


One of the really 
striking points takes 
place when Boyd shows 
us the high cost of re¬ 
maining hidden from 
public view, especially in 
the dark ages of the 
1950's.

The phones rang 
off their hooks. The 
paperwork piled up. 
Detail upon hairy detail 
was attended to and 
stumbling block after 
stumbling block toppled 
under the sheer weight 
of determination to suc¬ 
ceed. 

Hundreds of thou¬ 
sands would eventually 
be involved. Until it 
happened, this show Wcis 
the work of a handful 
plugging away, often 
begging assistance cind 
using whatever reason¬ 
able means they could to 
make it all turn out 
right. 

Everyone who 

showed up went to work. 
If that wasn't their pur¬ 
pose, they were ignored 
or soon learned to go 
elsewhere.

TOM OF FINLAND: 
SAN FRANCISCO 

BOUND 

Tom of Finland has 
decided to pull up his 
roots in his home country 
and move to San Fran¬ 
cisco. The Finnish ad 
agency illustrator is 
"coming out" in display¬ 
ing his homoerotic work 
to the straight and Gay 
world after 20 years in 
relative professional 
seclusion. Tom, who still 
hesitates to use his last 
name in public, now re¬ 
veals, "I want to be open 
and tell people about my 
art. I once telt ashamed, 
criminal. Now I feel 
differently. I don't feel 
guilty — even if there 
are people who do not 
accept my art." 

Although world 
famous among the homo¬ 
sexual subculture, scores 
of publishers have 
printed and sold his illus¬ 
trations in magazines for 
two decades without any 
royalties going to Tom. 
Ironically, he nas never 
been published in his 
native Finland, a con¬ 
servative country, ad- 
though he has received 
royalties from firms in 
Sweden and Denmaurk. 

Tom was hesitant 
to market his erotic 
drawings until 1955 when 
he first saw the works of 
another erotic artist, 
Quaintance. He recalls, 
Td never seen anything 
like them before. They 
were great. A new world 
opened up for me." 

Quaintance was an 
Arizonan who drew 
studies of cowboys and 
outdoor men, while Tom 
concentrated on life¬ 
guards, servicemen and 
motorcyclists. 

When Tom saw 
Quaintance's work he

says, "I realized that I 
could show other people 
the art I had kept to 
myself. admired his 
technique and details . . . 
I had done only rough 


sketches before. Now” I 
had to be more critical 
of my work. I started 
with pencil." 

Tom recently 

visited friends in Los 
Angeles, and an inter¬ 
view with him by Jacque 
Tealher appeared in the 
Los Angeles newspaper 
L.A. MOW. 

Tealher explains 
that Tom's first work 
was shown to U.S. Gays 
in 1957 in the publication 
"Physique Pictorial." 
The publisher of 
"Physique," Bob Mizer, 
ave the then-unknown 
is name, "Tom of Fin¬ 
land." In the 1960's, Tom 
began his series on Kake, 
a sexually active Gay 
Finnish boy who the 
illustrator says "is exag¬ 
erated, but an ideal 
oy." 

Collections about 
Kake began to appear 
everywhere, usually 

pirated by anonymous 
U.S. publishers who 
charged as much as $25 
for ^om" magazines — 
with not a penny to Tom. 

Tealher describes 
Tom as a modest, self- 
reflecting person with an 
intense interest in physi¬ 
cal and mental health. 
This is reflected in his 
work. Tom explains, "I 
always wanted to show 
boys that they could look 
better and heuidsomer if 
they were interested in 
their bodies ... Not only 
in their bodies, but in 
attitudes . . . Look 
better, feel better, make 
yourself better! . . . Here 
in America they do all 
that, and it's fantastic!" 

Earlier Tom draw¬ 
ings greatly exaggerated 
the physiques oi males 
and oversized genitals. 
Today, Tom has mel- 
lowea and says, "Tm 
going back to more 
normal proportions. I 
have been exaggerating 
the genitals too much. 
But he adds, "Well, it's 
more or less fantasy, 
isn't it?" 

The personal joy 
that Tom achieves from 
life is to know that "a 
boy, a man, finds my 
drawings attractive and 
beautiml. I then feel 
happy. I have done 
something good." 

Tom's sense of Gay 
liberation comes forth as 
he reflects on those 
young men in his country 
who he "felt j>ity for 
because they enioyed be¬ 
ing together, but couldn't 
show that they enjoyed 
it. I wantea to help 
them recognize it's a 
leasure. it's meant to 
e a pleasure, and you 
must enjoy it." 

Today, Tom is 
quick to say that he is 
"out" and that it was 
unfortunate in that some 
men have grown up 
thinking that it "is un¬ 
natural for men to smile 
at one another." He now 
says, "It is not criminal 
to be Gay, not sinful. 
Gay is beautiful."
